And yet today Michigan is agog 
over the discovery of a Bee | 
ous fascist band called the black | 


legion. Activities of their 200,000! 
members are thought to ‘extend | 


over ten or fifteen states. They are 
accused of killing one man, and 
suspected of murdering others. 
They had marked 50 more for 
death. 

‘Authorities will probably break 
up this band, and several others 
before they are through. But that 
will not alter the basic malady, 
the fact that men in great num- 
bers are willing to participate in 
the type of terrorism that gave 
birth to fascism and dictatorship 
in Europe. 

As in Europe, their purposes 
and methods are to intimidate and 
kill, if necessary, any erpongs 
who are of a different race than 
they, a different religion, or of dif- 
ferent political beliefs. 

Now this is not the American 
way, and you can rest assured 
that the forces of law and order, 
for some time to come, at least, 
will be able to deal with any fas- 
cist violence. But the big problem 
is to discourage the movement 
where it originates, in the minds 
of misled men. 


What America really needs is a | 
messiah to preach enlightened | 
democracy with the same fervor | 
that these “isms” advocates bring | 


to bear.

40-Hour Week Is 
Recommended— 

The international labor confer- 
ence, at its twentieth session which 
opened in Geneva June 4, consid- 
ered, among other matters, the 
question of a forty-hour week for 
the textile industry. 

This question is of great im- 
portance for the United States de- 
spite the fact that the textile in- 
dustry here already is on a forty- 
hour week; and that the Ellen- 
bogen bill, now before congress, 
wuld Vstablish a thirty-five-hour 
week. 

Few American industries have 


suffered more from the depression | 


than the textile industry. In most 
of its branches workers are re- 
ceiving wages far below the prev- 
alent scale; and, because of the in- 
tense international competition to 
which it is subject, scant improve- 
ment is to be expected while long 
hours at lower wages are in force 
elsewhere. 

At the present time, Italy is the 
only other important textile coun- 
try on a 40-hour week. In Aus- 
tralia, the normal work-week_ is 
44 hours; in Austria, Czechoslo- 
vakia, France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Mexico, the Netherlands 
Rumania and Sweden, it is 48 
hours. The hours worked in Spain 
range from 48 to 50%, and in In- 
dia from 58 to 60 hours. Hungary 
is on a 57-hour week. In Japan, 
the hours range from 8 to 10 per 
day; and in China, from 10 to 16 
per day. 


Milk Is An Important 
Product— 

It is predicted that milk pro- 
duction and consumption for the 
first six months of the current 
year will be in excess of the same 
period in 1935. 

The demand for practically all 
dairy products has shown similar 


improvement, with larger quanti- | 


ties of butter and cheese, as well 
as milk and cream, finding their 
way to the ultimate consumer. 


The dairy products milk coopera- | 


tives have been primary factors 


in causing increased demand. | 


They have advertised and publi- 
cized the benefits of higher milk 
consumption for both children and 
adults—claims which are supported 
by recognized authorities on diet. 

Reliable estimates hold that 
milk consumption in this country 
is under half of what it should 
be in the interest of public health. 


It’s the Workers 
That Pay and Pay— 

If you think the so-called rich 
pay all the taxes, and the rest of 
us receive all the bounty of the 


government for nothing, here are | 
some facts that will disillusion | 


you. They are taken from an} 
editorial in the Charlestown News 


and Courier, entitled, “Taxing | 


the Worker.” 
Every dollar spent by the fed- 


eral government in the last fiscal! 


year was derived as follows: 
seven cents from personal in- 
come taxes; eight cents from cor- 
poration taxes; six cents from li- 
quor taxes; six cents from to- 
bacco taxes; seven cents from pro- 
cessing taxes; five cents from ex- 
cise taxes; live cents from cus- 
toms taxes; three cents from es- 
tate and gift taxes; four cents 
from all other forms of taxes. 

Practically every one of those 
taxes is, in effect, a sales tax. 
Each represents a part of the 
cost of the things we buy. Each 
one, with few and unimportant 
exceptions, must be and is passed 
on the consumer. 

And that isn’t the worst of it. 
The total of the taxes listed above 
comes to just 51 cents, leaving 49 
cents of each dollar unaccounted 
for. That 49 cents was obtained 
by borrowing—and when the day 
of reckoning comes, it will be the 
worker and the man of average 
means who will have to foot prac- 
tically all of the gigantic bill. 
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Organization Plan for Steel 


A. F’. of L. Executive Council Will Have Full Charge of 
Campaign; Broadest Possible Industrial Policy 
Planned; Unions Protected. 


President William Green of anak 
American Federation of Labor, 
by direction of the A. F. of L. ex- 
ecutive council, in a communica- 
tion addressed to the officers and 
delegates in attendance at the con- 
vention of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation of Iron, Steel and Tin 
Workers, Canonsburg, Pa.,_ set 
forth the plan and objective of the 
council in its campaign for organ- 
izing the workers in the iron and 
steel industry. 

The text ot the communication 
follows: 

“It is the plan and purpose of the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor to carry out 
the instructions of the San Fran- 
cisco and Atlantie City conventions 
of the American Federation of 
Labor to inaugurate a campaign 
of organization in the iron and 
steel industry. At each meeting of 
the executive council held since 
the adjournment of the Atlantic 
City convention special considera- 
tion has been given to these in- 
structions and to the develop- 
ment of plans and policies designed 
to carry into effect the detailed 
and specific instructions of the su- 
preme authority of the American 
Federation of Labor. 

“The instructions given to the 
executive council by the conven- 
tions of the American Federation 


;of Labor herein referred to were 


as follows: 

“ ‘That the executive council 
shall at the earliest practical date 
inaugurate, manage, promote and 
conduct a campaign of organiza- 
tion in the steel and iron industry.’ 

“Preliminary steps to the inaug- 
uration of an organizing campaign 
were taken at the first meeting of 
the executive council which was 
held following the adjournment of 
the Atlantic City convention, at 
Miami, Fla., beginning January 15. 
The executive council makes the 


following stipulations in @onnec- | 


tion with the. origination and 
execution of an organizing cam- 
paign in the iron and steel indus- 
try: 

Jurisdictional Rights Protected 

“T, In conformity with the de 
cisions of the San Francisco and 
Atlantic City conventions, the ex- 
ecutive council must exercise the 
right to manage, promote and con- 
duct the campaign, and as here 
inafter outlined. There can be no 
division in administration and con- 
flict in authority recognized in the 
conduct and administration of the 


jorganizing campaign. 


“2. The character of the cam 
paign and the administrative pol 
icy pursued shall and must be in 
accordance with the organization 


| policy of the American Federation 


of Labor as expressed and decided 
upon at the Atlantic City conven- 
tion of the American Federation 
of Labor. While it is the purpose 
of the executive council to apply 
the broadest and most compre- 
hensive industrial policy possible, 
due regard and proper respect for 
the jurisdictional rights of all na- 
tional and international unions 
will be observed in the execution 
of an organizing campaign. 
Unconditionai Contributions 
“3. The executive council will 


accept contributions from national | 


and international unions directly 
affiliated with the American Fed- 


|eration of Labor for the purpose 


of carrying on an organizing cam- 
paign, but said contributions must 
be made unconditionally. The ex- 
ecutive council cannot carry out 
the instructions of the Atlantic 
City convention to ‘manage, pro- 
mote and conduct’ this campaign 
of organization by accepting con- 
ditional contributions from any 
source whatsoever, and which the 
executive council deems in con- 
flict with the instructions and in- 
tent of the convention action and 
with the organization policies of 
the American Federation of La- 


| bor. 


“4. The organizing campaign 
will be launched and carried for- 
ward by the executive council 
of the American Federation of 
Labor in co-operation with the 
|amalgamated association of iron, 
| steel and tin workers and the rep- 
resentatives of other organizations 
interested, affected and = involved. 
The executive council will use 
such funds and assign such organ- 
izers as may be made available. 
All details in connection with the 
organizing campaign will be ar- 


}ranged through conference and 


agreement by the representatives 
of all the organizations who may 
be called upon to ‘co-operate in 
the organizing campaign and who 
may be directly interested.’ 
Supreme Authority for Council 
“The plan and purposes of the 
executive council and the stipula- 
tions upon which said plans are 
based are predicated upon the pre- 


sumption that the executive coun- | 
cil may be permitted to inaugurate | 


and carry forward an organizing 


campaign in the iron and steel in- | 


dustry free from interference on 
the part of any group or groups 
either within or outside the juris- 
diction of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor.’

Revised Coal Bill 


Ways and Means Committee 
Backs New Guffey 


Measure 
A substitute bill for the Guffey 
law to. stabilize the bituminous 


coal industry, held unconstitutional 
by the United States supreme court 
because of its labor provisions, was 
reported favoruble to the house 
representatives by the ways and 
means committee. 

The new measure, 
Senator Joseph F. 
sylvania and Representative Fred 
M. Vinson of Kentucky, carefully 
excludes features deemed rete to 
meet with juridical disfavor. The 
provisions of the old measure re- 
rating to the regulation of wages, 
hours and work conditions are 
completely eliminated, but the 
price fixing provisicns are rétained, 
including the 15 per cent excise 
tax on all bituminous coal with a 
90 pew cent refund for operators 
and distributors accepting the code | 
provisions. 

Enlarged Commission 

The new bill also includes the 
establishment of the bituminous 
coal commission, enlarging its 
membership from five to seven 
with the provision that two com- 
missioners shall represent labor, 
two industry and two for the HZOV- 
ernment. The provision of the old 
law for a consumers’ council rep 
resenting the general public has 
been retained

Labor Board Decides 
Against Bus Company 


Orders Washington Concern to Re- 
instate Victimized Unionists and 
Cease Interferring With Em- 
ployes’ Rights to Join Union 


The national labor relations 
board has ordered the Washington, 
Virginia and Maryland Coach com- 
pany operating buses for the trans- 
portation of passengers and mail 
between Washington and Virginia 
points, to reinstate 18 employes 
who were discharged last March 
because of their activities in Local 
1079, Amalgamated Association of 
Street, Electric Railway and Mo- 
tor Coach Employes of America. 
The workers were bus drivers and 
garage men at the company’s re- 
pair shop in Clarendon, Va. Back’ 
pay was ordered .paid to the men 
from the date of the discharge. 

In’ addition, the board ordered 
the company to cease and desist 
from interfering with the rights of 
its employes to join labor organiza-; 
tions and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing.

“Ten years from now 14,U00,000 
additional dwelling units will be 
needed to meet the absolute mini- 
mum physical standards oi decent 
living. ‘his estimate is extremely 
conservative. lt is based. on the 
family occupancy standards of 1950 
and aoes not even attempt to pro- 
vide tor everybody such improved 
accommodations as one separate 
habitation tor each natural tamily 
desiriigt to live by itself. But it is 
truly gering when we conside1 
that between 1920 and 1930, dur- 
ing the biggest building boom this 
country ever witnessed, we only 
built around six or six and a half 
million aew homes altogether. 

“Because of the extremely small 
appropriation contemplated in the 
bill, the housing program offered 
by Senator Wagner can make but 
a modest beginning. But this be- 
ginning must be made without de- 
lay. For the Wagner measure will 
not only prevent a housing crisis, 
it will give balance to the current 
economic recovery and will assure 
the worker of his share in that re- 
covery.”
